The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 does not further limit claim 1, since some material with a specific gravity 
less than water (e.g. air) must be contained therein, else the platform would not 
float.

Krasner. ^

5. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Krasner in view of the prior art as set forth on pages 1 -2 of the instant disclosure. 
Krasner teaches a device such as claimed except the details of the float, power supply 
and wavelength. It would, have been obvious to the artisan of ordinary skill to employ 
the wavelength and power ranges claimed, since these would enhance the life activity 
of the flora and fauna in the water and thus entice the subject to remain near the 
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transmitter in the wild life study embodiment of Krasner; to employ an auxilliary base 
station of the materials and shape claimed, since a network of these could be employed 
to track the wide life over a larger area and thus produce a device such as claimed.
